Commission. 


3. Erwin Kerber, now chief of the State Secretariat for Material Procurement, 
Will become head of the Bliro flr Wirtschaftsfragen (supply agency for the 
paramilitary police) in place of Willi Stoph, who has succeeded Karl Steinhoff 
as Minister of the Interior. Kerber will be succeeded by his deputy
